Klngllng brothers, and all of them 
connected with the show, yet, there 
woro but five ot -the original owners 
nf the show, and It" remained so up -to 
the time oE.the death -of the late Al. 
Ulngling. 
Gus Ringling, tho older ot 
tho brothers, was .ulways connected 
i with tho show as manager of the ad-^ 
vanco, and was.a salacied man. 
He 
\vos the flrst of the brothers to die and 
« 


cr owned a money interest in the 
at show. The next of the brothers 
[lie was Otto, who could always be 


found In tho office and was considered' 
tho financial manager, always looking 
ufter tho finances. 
When ho passed away he made be- 
ciliests to the widow of Gus and her 
daughters and also to a -sister. Mrs. 


• N-orton. and then turned. his fl.Cth o£ 
tho business of the show over to Hen- 
ry, youngest of the brothers, who tip 
to that time had not owned an inter- 
est In the show. 
/ 
Then Alfred passed away, and he 
settled several hundred' thousand dol- 
lars on his wife and many bequests to 
some of his employes and also his sis- 
tor; 
tho balance of his portion went 
back in the great show for the ben- 
efit of tho brothers, -who are still in 
control.

It was something like two years 
later that 
Henry, youngest of the 
brothers, passed away, leaving a wife 
and two brothers who were, well cared 
for

Some ten or twelve years ago I vis- 
ited the show in Madison on the third 
of 'July and was tho. Rlnglings' guest 
at dinner In the cook tent. 
All the 
different Rlnglings and their wives 
•were, there, including- Mother Rmg- 
~Tlng.' 5 ';wa's'"glven 'the "seat of- honor 
at the dinner table at the right ,oE 
Mother Ringling, whoso face beamed 
with Joy on their dinner, as she vis- 
ited with her different sons. If there' 
ever was a proud mother, it was the 
mother of those boys who had lived 
to see their greatest ambition realized, 
for at that time they were the own- 
ers and' managers of the world s 
greatest show. 


While there has been hundreds of 
columns written' on their shoSv all 
over the United States in the different 
newspapers, and better in a way than 
I could possibly write, yet my close 
connection with the 
brothers 
in a 
business way, dates back to the mid- 
dle 80's. Much of the show property 
then which helped to build them up 
In their erfrlj.; career was bought of 


Adam Forepaugh, and I arri in .a posi- 
tion to give the reader tacts, in-a'way 
possibly that no one else could. 
' The first time that Adjxm Fore- 
paugh ever saw a Ringling to know 
him. Charles Ringling came on to the 
show and introduced himself to-Mr. 
Forepaug'h and told h,im he was there 
to see if he could get some animals 
or cages that they could spare out-.of 
this great show. Adam JTorepaugh 
showed' him through the menagerie, 
.and at that time Charles Rlnglmg: was 
quite a young man, and lookeS \much 
younger than he was. He was bare- 
1° Sut-oL- his'teens. 
After he, had 
gone, Mr. F.orepaugh toluV me that the 
Kinlling- -brothers would eventually 
be the great showmen of the country, 
for they were not only good, conserva- 
tive business men,, but they were to- 
gether., and filled in the high positions 
around the show and could not but 
help—under their watchful eyes—to 
make a success..'The Ringlings were 
always welcome'to his show and could 
get anything that (they wanted. 
For many years the great Ringling 
show has opened the season^'for aev\ 
eral weeks at the coliseum m Chica- 
go, and the Barnum & Bailey at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, New York, I, for, 
mar.y years,' have been their guest on 
April 24, which is my birthday, but 
this year I will be a "cast away, 
as 
the combined shows will be in.Madi- 
•son Square Garden, New York, for 
some weeks, and the distance is too 
great. 'But the great combined shows 
will probably be in Chicago tor sev- 
eral days sorne time during the sea- 
son, 
at/which time I 
wll-1 try and 
spend a day or two looking at all the 
great combined shows of the world, 
for all of the great ones have been 
gathered in, apd will have little or 
no-opposition. 
' 
Now the great question among cir- 
cus people will be who will be the 
coming great showmen after th_e Rine- 
lihgs have passed on?-: For all or 
nearly all of the great\shows of .the 
country, for more than half a century 
have started in a very small way and 
gradually, year 'after year, have built 
up until they were. the greatest of 
their kind in.the country. 
Possibly 
the next move will be to show, the 
great Ringling and Barnum & Bailey- 
show combined yin moving pictures. 
For .instance, if it was taken at the- 
Flve Points in Janesville on their_ar- 
'rlval in the morning,' and flrs.t show 
the managers' horse and buggy which 
are always first'to unload*, then- on 
down", to the cook tents, wagons, and 
the start of the great stores- as soon 
as they are landed on the ground, 
then the big teams with their, drivers 
starting for the fair grounds, the lay-

take three teams to pull.

Crain'e and runners, and halt inch steel

these planes have to be made strong'- 
We« use two inch hardwood for., the 
shoes on "the • .'.runners 
and 'six foot 
grader blades Cor cuttiirg edges. There 
are no opening's on 'lie sides, -so that^ 
operating in pairs, the inside ^runners 
this behind the 1 truck -we can cover 
a iiorty mile round trip or better in 
a <Jay, which Is equivalent to the work 
oC- six teams with two graders.

The most-satisfactory surface treat- 
ment we have used where obtainable 
is a thin layer of gravel screenings or 
pen" gravel, or even coarse sand with 
a little clay. This material can be 
kept cuffed back into the road by fre- 
quent trips with the drag pr other road 
machine,

cushion to bear the shock of traffic. ' 


Under any system of patrol main- 


tenance, the quality of the patrolman 
carmot be too strongly emphasized, 
and 
nowhere 
does the rule apply 
better 
than 
here that "not money 
alone makes good roads or makes tho 
roads better, but skill in plans and 
Icubor." 
For patroling roads that have been 
oiled, any truck is sufficient that can 
haul a load of samr- and gravel for 
filling holes, and trail a tank of road 
oil. 
This ordinarily will be sufficient
